Double parking is a v e r y 
dangerous practice. It is espec­ 
ially dangerous in the down­ 
town area where traffic is the 
heaviest. When you aer doub­ 
le parked you are blocking an 
entire 
traffic 
lane, 
thereby 
throwing double traffic in the 
lane nearest you on the left.. 
This could very easily cause 
a wreck. If not with your own 
car, possibly with two or more 
other cars. In the event of a 
wreck whether your car is in­ 
volved or not, you would be 
indirectly responsible 
for the 
collision and subject to a fine. 
If, however, your car was in­ 
volved ,you of course would be 
charged with double parking 
as well as collision and would 
be found at fault in court. The 
law would then be in favor of 
the insurance company, should 
they refuse to pay for your 
damages. 
When you double park 
t o 
load or unload a 
passenger, 
you are in danger 
of 
being 
sideswiped or struck from the 
rear, whereby, the person be­ 
ing loaded or unloaded might 
be seriously injured or killed. 
Double parking is extremely 
dangerous, regardless of your 
reason for doing it. 
It will behoove you no end, 
to give it a lot of thought be­ 
fore you double park again.

Methods Given for 
The Control of

Young grasshoppers have be 
gun to hatch out of fence rows 
and pastures are now m igrat­ 
ing into fields, garden 
spots 
and other areas to feed on ten­ 
der crops, according to county 
agent, 
Kirby 
Clayton. 
Al­ 
though grasshoppers do 
not 
pose a serious threat to Jones 
County 
cr^ps this year ac­ 
cording to the Federal survey, 
there may he 
isolated 
spots 
where severe damage will re­ 
sult. 
An application of I 1-2 to 
2 
lbs. of Toxaphene per acre on 
pasture 
land or fence 
rows 
should give satisfactory 
con­ 
trol, and there is no required 
interval 
between 
application 
and grazing by most animals. 
Four ounces of Heptachlor per 
acre is also recommended, but 
cattle on the treated area must 
be removed for a period of 
days. Other chemicals recom­ 
mended are Dieldrin, 
Aldrin 
and Chlordane. 
Users should 
check with 
county agents office for toler 
;«nce before using these chemi-
